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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  during  November  vas  estimated  at 
' 54,130,000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  is  6 percent  above  the 

previous  record  high  November  output  of  a year  ago  and  ll  percent  larger  than  the 
I95"9**Lj  average  for  the  month.  Production  declined  only  7 percent  from  Octobei  to 
November  this  year,  compared  with  10  percent  between  these  months  in  19°1  ar"d  1 4 
percent  on  the  average  in  the  1959-63  period.  Temperatures  during  November  averaged 
normal  or  above  in  the  entire  country  except  for  a few  limited  areas  as'follovs: 

(1)  Tie  Northeastern  States  including  the  eastern  third  of  Pennsylvania,  most  of 
Rev  York,  and  New  Jersey;  (2)  A border  section  from  north  central  Montana  eastward 
to  west  central  Minnesota;  and  (3)  small  sections  of  the  South  Atlantic  States  and 
northern  Michigan. 


Compared  with  November  I96I,  increases  in  ice  cream  production  in  all  regions 
ranged  from  2 percent  in  the  Y/est  North  Central  to  15  percent  in  the  pacific.  Out- 
put was  3 percent  more  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region.  Increases  of  7 percent 
occurred  in  both  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  the  South  Central.  Output  was 
6 percent  larger  in  both  the  South  Atlantic  and  the  Mountain  regions.  In  the  three 
leading  states, - production  was  up  6 percent  in  New  York,  5 percent  in  Pennsylvania 
and  17  percent  in  California.  All  other  major  producing  states  showed  increases 
except  Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  Virginia,  North  Carolina, 
Tennessee,  Alabama,  Oklahoma  and  Colorado. 


Compared  with  the  November  1959-63  average,  production  was  larger  in  all 
regions.  Output  was  11  percent  more  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  17  percent 
larger  in  the  East  North  Central.  Production  was  up  7 percent  in  the  West  North 
Central  Region,  ll  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  19  percent  in  the  South  Cen- 
tral. In  the  West,  increases  were  12  percent  in  the  Mountain  Region  and  23  percent 
in  the  pacific . Output  was  up  10  percent  in  New  York,  7 percent  in  Pennsylvania 
and  26  percent  in  California.  Production  was  above  the  average  in  all  otner  states 
except  Connecticut,  Kansas  and  Virginia.

ICE  MILK  PRODUCTION 
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Ice  milk  production  in  the  United  States  in  November  is  estimated  at 
1.3, 7^0, 000  gallons,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  is  10  percent  more 
than  in  November  1964  and  56  percent  greater  than  the  1959*63  average  for  the  month. 
The  output  in  the  first  eleven  months  of  this  year  was  up  7 percent  from  the  same 
months  in  1964  and  4o  percent  from  the  5 -year  average. 

Production  declined  17  percent  from  October  to  November,  compared  with  20  per- 
cent at  this  time  in  1964  and  28  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1959-63  period.  AH 
j regions  registered  sharp  declines.  Compared  with  November  1964,  output  increased 
in  all  regions  except  the  I/est  North  Central  and  the  South  Central.

Sherbet  production  of  2,710,000  gallons  in  the  United  States  during  November 
is  11  percent  more  than  in  November  1964  and  34  percent  greater  than  the  1959-63 
average  for  the  month.  Output  through  November  this  year  was  up  1 percent  from, 
the  first  eleven  months  in  1964  and  7 percent  from  the  5 -year  average.  Production 
dropped  11  percent  from  October  to  November,  compared  with  12  percent  at  this  time 
in  1964  and  22  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1959-63  period.  All  regions  registered 
seasonal  declines.  Output  increased  from  November  1964  in  all  regions  except  the 
South  Atlantic .

The  nation's  output  of  water  ices  in  November  was  1,090,000  gallons 
percent  from  November  1964  and  33  percent  from  the  1959-63  November  average.  The 
January- No veraber  manufacture  is  2 percent  above  the  corresponding  months  in  1954 
and  9 percent  above  the  5 -year  average.  The  seasonal  decline  frora  October  to  Novem- 
ber was  TO  percent  this  year,  compared  with  33  percent  a year  earlier  and  an  aver- 
age of  40  percent  in  the  preceding  5 -year  period.
